WAR MARRIAGES. 


200,000 Wedded In England During 
the War, 


In his address at the Royal Statis- 
tical Society, recently, Sir Bernard 
Ballet, registrar of births, deaths and 
marriages in London, referred to the 
effect of war upon marriages. He said 
during the second, third and, fourth 
| quarters of 1915 and the first quarter 
|}of 1916 a sudden and phenomenal 
rise occurred, when war marriages 
swelled the totals until they reached 
record heights, 

Thereafter the boom in marriages 
}continued, but with diminished 
force, and by the third quarter of 
1916 the numbers had fallen below 
the average. ‘‘Crudely stated,’ he 
declared, ‘‘the war has resulted in 
200,000 people being married be- 
tween August, 1914, and June, 1917, 
who, in the ordinary course, would 
not have married.” The marriage 
rate for 1915 was the highest record- 
ed, 19.4, the previous maximum be- 
ing in 19638, which was 17.9. 

As regarded belligerent countries 
in Hungary the effect of the war had 
| been that over 600,000 people, who 
in the ordinary course would have 
married, had not done so. In Prus- 
sia, Bavaria, Saxony, Hesse, Hamburg 
and Bremen, six states containing 
| more than 20 per cent. of the German 
population, the total number of mar- 
| rlages in 1913 was 434,103, and in 


| 1914, 392,053, a decrease of 41,050,

England war marriages were stimu- 
lated by the generous allowances and 
| pensions. The United Kingdom, the 
speaker pointed out, had lost by the 


| fall in births over 500,000 potential |
